A vigorous protest was regis- 


tered on Monday by a group of 
Covina ranchers and property 
owners against the proposed 
plan of the Los Angeles bureau 
of power and light to bring its 
transmission line from Boulder 
canyon thru the center of the 
valley/ 


The cable, carried by 140-foot 


towers, will, as now proposed, span 
the valley directly east and west 
between Bonita and Gladstone ave- 
nues, impairing the mountain view. 


The protestants met in the ban- 


quet room of the Palace of Sweets 
and listened to the reports of the 
various activities of the San Gabriel 
Valley Defense committee, a group 
of men and women who are leading 
the fight against the installation of 
the line. 


Jack Campbell, field secretary, 


outlined briefly some of the objec- 
tionable features of the high voltage 
line if built thru the foothills on the 
north side of the valley. He called 
attendtion to the fact that from every 
point of view the south lines of the 
hills, thru the Spadra valley, is the 
logical location of the line. 
He 


stressed the point that the defense 
committee is in no way opposed to 
the bureau of power and light or to 
the building of the line, but that the 
committee does insist that the bur- 
eau has,chosen the wrong location

As contemplated by former Chief

Plans and specifications as vir- 


tually completed have been approv- 
ed by Leo F. Harza, Chicago con- 
sulting engineer, and also by F. E. 
Trask, who bears the title of "per- 
manent consultant" for the flood 
control district at a salary of $60 
a day. 


Originally, it was believed it would 


be advisable to remove practically 
all of the rock placed in the dam 
site, which thus far has brought the 
dam only up to the bed of the 
stream. While the plans have not 
yet been thrown open for inspec- 
tion, it is understood that the new 
plans call for placing a blanket of 
impervious material at the face of 
the dam. This is supposed to pre- 
vent the seepage of water into or 
thru the body of the dam. 


As soon as the supervisors pass 


upon the new plans and specifica- 
tions, they are to be forwarded to 
State Engineer Edward Hyatt for his 
approval. Hyatt will call his state 
consulting board of eminent engin- 
eers and geologists together to go 
over the new plans, the flood control 
district will go before the superior 
court for approval of a new agree- 
ment under which the contractors 
the West Slope Construction com- 
pany, are to proceed.

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WATER SPREADING PRACTICES 


ON SAN GABRIEL RIVERBED 
AUGMENT SUPPLY FOR PUMPS 


By MORGAN J. PEIRCE 


The irrigated lands of the district 


to which the San Gabriel river 
water is appurtenant enjoys the 
gravity flow of one of the best-known 
mountain streams in southern Cali- 
fornia. The land, originally known 
as the Old Azusa rancho and the 
Duarte rancho, depended entirely on 
the river flow for irrigation as far 
back as 1842, according to records 
available. 


Not until the dry years of 1898 to 


1900 did the farmers in this area be- 
gin to realize the necessity of tap- 
ping the underground supply. Grad- 
ually the different irrigating com- 
panies, now composing the water 
spreading group known as the "Com- 
mittee of Nine," began to sink wells, 
and as the agricultural development 
and domestic demands increased the 
water levels began to decline very 
noticeably. 


In 1916 some of the far-sighted 


leaders in water development started 
the spreading of water on the brush 
land during the non-irrigating sea- 
son as a means of augmenting the 
underground supply. Today this 
work is recognized by those familiar 
with water conditions as a necessity. 


Our wells are situated in three 


distinct basins: the upper canyon 
basin, created by an underground 
dike a hundred feet below Sierra 
Madre avenue; the lower canyon 
basin, by a dike in the vicinity of 
Foothill boulevard, and the main 
basin underlying the valley proper. 


The greatest spreading is conduct- 


ed on the brush land lying imme- 
diately to the southwest of the 
mouth of the San Gabriel canyon 
and carrying to the Pacific Electric 
tracks west of Azusa. This tract 
comprises 
about 
seven 
hundred 


acres. 


In addition to this there are four 


washes in the valley that are flooded 
from the Azusa and from the Co- 
vina canals. Also about 120 acres of 
brush land in the southwest part 
of the city of Azusa are flooded from 
the Azusa agricultural lines and the 
Glendora Consolidated Mutual Irri- 
gating company's line. The two Du- 
arte companies spread their share of 
water on the western slopes of the 
San Gabriel river wash. The aver- 
age annual spread for the past few 
years has been over 22,000 acre feet, 
with a maximum of a little over 
"17,000 acre feet. 


The rate of travel of the under- 


ground water is estimated at three 
or four miles per year in this type 
of soil. Our recovery by pumping 
amounts to about 30 per cent of the 
amount spread. On a very wet year 
the spreading would be greater and 
the pumping very much less, mak- 
ing a small percentage of recovery. 


We have found that the highest 


point possible is the logical place to 
spread water, thereby giving it a 
chance to reach the wells a mile or 
so below during the pumping sea- 
son. 


Our main spreading is started in 


the upper canyon basin and overlaps 
into the lower canyon basin, ac- 
cording to the amount spread. The 
wells in the upper basin start rising 
in a few days, while the wells in the 
lower or second basin show a dis- 
tinct rise in fifty to seventy days, 
according to the amount being re- 
leased. 


The most valuable supply of water 


in a dry year or a series of dry 
years, is the water slow in transit;

below the Whittier narrows three or 
four years later. The same rule car- 
ries true in an open stream in the 
late fall or during a dry season. The 
water that feeds the stream at that 
time has been in underground move- 
ment for years, I have spent sixteen 
years in developing and operating 
the main spreading ground above 
mentioned. 


At first we attempted to carry the 


water into the draws and low places, 
but the bottoms soon realed of! and 
the water ceased to percolate; then 
we tried plowing the ground with 
little results. We then tried basins 
of an acre or so which was better, 
but we soon found that the water on 
the ridges, where there was natural 
vegetation, would keep up a con- 
tinuous percolation. The water on 
the ridges would spread without ac- 
quiring much depth and it soon be- 
came evident that the grass con- 
tinued to thrive if the tops were 
held above water. At the natural 
cover grew the percolation increased 
and continued to do so for weeks 
until the grass mat'. .-, 3 and fell to 
the ground, thereby causing some 
drop in the percolation. From this 
we learned that the native vegeta- 
tion would thrive in water indefin- 
itely if not entirely submerged. 


This applies to other crops as well; 


barley End oats sowed and allowed 
to grow to a height of about six 
inches were covered with water to a 
depth of four or five inches and at 
present are doing well after nine 
weeks of continuous growing in the 
water. In this way the percolation 
can be increased by the root syu- 


to Advise Board 


of Supervisors 


Los Angeles county supervisors,

By actual tests on given areas 


there is a great variation in the 
amount of water that will percolate 
at different times. Natural areas 
lold a big lead over basin plots, and 
basins in turn have a large advan- 
tage over the plowed ground. Sev- 
eral different conditions, as I see it, 
govern the percolation. The natural 
growing season of vegetation, at 
which time the root system has the 
greatest activity; the underground 
water table elevation; the amount of 
mmus in the soil; the temperature 
of the air; the temperature of the 
water being spread, and the humid- 
ity of the atmosphere. 


There may be many conditions not 


yet determined, and there seems to 
oe plenty of ground for study on the 
subject as the percolation will vary 
from less than two acre feet per 
acre day to over nine feet on the 
same plot with the same kind of 
water. However, these extremes do 
lot occur in a short space of time, 


may do so in two or three weeks. 


On the other hand 
an extreme 


change in the weather condition may 
cut the percolation in half in a short 


One of the easiest observations for 


the casual observer to notice is the 
activity created by the humus in the 
soil. When covered with water for 
some time the decaying of the dead 
vegetation causes a carbon-dioxide 


and rfejt"to the surface. 


plainly visible to the naked eye. As 
this gas escapes the water takes its 
place and the action is very rapid 
on a warm day. The gas also serves 
as a means of releasing the sealing 
agents of the water that form on the 
bottom. 


This gas will" carry scum to the 


surface from the size of a dime to 
pieces as large as your hand. Natur- 
ally when free to descend until an- 
other is formed. An important thing 
is laying out a spreading ground is 
to bevent the piling up of water in 
one place. 


It must be distributed at various 


separate places to do its best work. 
As the water goes down it forms a 
cone which must be relieved by 
seeking a sidewise trend below the 
ground surface. As two or three acre 
feet per acre per day can safely be 
spread, I have been asked why 200 
acres would not be sufficient to 
spread 200 second feet of water. The 
answer would be: yes—it you would 
pick out twenty ten-acre tracts 
scattered over an area of several 
hundred acres, but you could not do 
it if the 200 acres were in one solid 
block. 


You must have more underground 


space than the actual surface space 
covered with water to get the high- 
est rate of percolation. While we 
have the use of 600 or 700 acres in 
our main spreading ground, prob- 
ably not more than 25 per cent of 
that area is actually covered with 
water at the maximum spreading 
time. This area is too small, rather 
than too large, £md we could spread

Orange Retailers 
Urged to Display 


Prevalent Sizes 


A change which forecasts benefit 


to the citrus industry in general v 
noted by J. A. Steward, sales mana- 
ger of the Mutual Orange Distribu- 
tors. This change is a growing ten- 
dency on the part of a number o) 
large retail distributors thruoutithe 
United States to specialize on the 
most prevalent sizes of oranges 
rather than to attempt to center their 
efforts on the medium, sizes. 


"During the last two years, and 


especially since the beginning of the 
1934 crop, these retail outlets have 
been centering their sales efforts on 
the sizes of which we had the most," 
Steward said. "For1 many years this 
was not the case," he added. "It has 
been the practice heretofore to de- 
mand jjhe medium sizes (176-200's 
and 216's) and in a season of excep- 
tionally large or exceptionally small 
fruit all sales force's met with terrific 
resistance in disposing of the pre- 
jdominant sizes. 


"The indications are now that this 


is changing and of course it will re- 
sult to the benefit of the citrus 
grower. 


"These big retail outlets in the 


east, middle west and along the coast 
realize that if, for instance, the sea- 
son in navels shows the crop will 
run heavy to ISO's and larger, it is 
merely good business for them to 
push these. They know that these 
will be steadily available and they 
can build up a cumulative demand 
which will make their selling efforts 
easier as the season goes on. Con- 
versely, they realize also that when 
a Valencia season shows an abund- 
ance of 252's and smaller they can 
lave months of uninterrupted spoc- 
als and build up continual repeat 
calls on these sizes. 


"Followed out into the coming 


seasons this means that the former 
condition of unwanted sizes will be 
softened. 


"Of course, it is needless to say 


hat there will always continue to 
>e a good market for the sizes which 
are not in abundance. Scarcity al- 
vays makes a market. But the out- 
ets which are being created by the 
ntensive selling of the abundant 
izes are bound to react to the bene- 
fit of the citrus growers. It will re- 
luce one of the bugbears which has 
been in the citrus industry for many 
'ears. 


"And this condition," he continued, 


'does not apply only to citrus but 
applies to every fruit product which 
hese huge retail outlets handle. 
They realize that the thing to push is 
hat which can be gotten most read- 
ly."

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Worldwide Ramblings of 
a Covina Orange Grower 


(Note—This is a continuation of I such a small deal I wondered how 


9 series of letters which will appear 
in the Argus from Ben F. Thorpe, 
civic leader and orange grower, who 
with his wife left recently on a four- 
months' trip to the South Sea is- 
lands, New Zealand, Australia, East 
Indies, China and Japan. Mr. Thorpe 
is a worldwide traveler and his let- 
ters are always of interest, dealing 
with the intimate social life of'the 
Countries which he visits). 


Dear. Argus: 


Another morning we took a motor 


ride of some forty-odd kilometers 
from Dan Pasar to a famous swim- 
ming hole, or sacred springs. We 
drove fairly enchanted all the way 
thru great fields of tropical trees, 
thru many interesting villages, mar- 
kets in each of them, filled with wo- 
men visiting with each other or their 
numerous customers, the latter buy- 
ing as little as one-third of a cent's 
worth of this and that, each pur- 
chase being handed the buyer on a 
big flat greon leaf, sometimes tied at 
the four corners, making a neat par- 
cel fastened at the top with long, 
sharp pieces of bamboo, wrapping 
paper being too valuable for such 
purposes. 


. When we arrived at our destina- 
tion we were besieged by a swarm 
of men and boys with all sorts of 
souvenirs made from coconut shell, 
in a wide variety of pretty trinkets, 
bracelets, necklaces, pendants, cornbs, 
and interesting figures of dancing 
girls, their idols, or dragons' heads. 


Our motor car left us at the top 


of a steep hill, the driver motioning 
us to go on down thru a bamboo 
gate, where we had to pay an en- 
trance fee of three cents each. Then 
we rapidly began our descent into 
a steep canyon. Soon our trail be- 
came so steep we had to continue 
on steps cut out of the hard but 
slippery earth, the natives carefully 
helping the three women of 
party down the steep places. 
We 


wound our way down between great 
green paddies of rice growing on the 
numerous but narrow terraces of 
the steep side of the canyon, and 
"fcear the bottom we arrived at the 
sacred pool. One was about 60 by 
175 feet, with walls cemented up to 
the ground level, about ten feet 
deep, the warm water boiling up 
thru the clear sand from the spring 
in one corner. This was the pool for 
men to bathe hi. Nearby was an- 
other smaller pool for women, and 
only about three feet deep, into 
which water was pouring from thir- 
teen stone spouts along one side, 
where we found a merry party of 
some twenty women and girls bath- 
ing. They were laughing and splash- 
ing in the water as they enjoyed 
their refreshing bath. 


We were requested to jump in a 


,la natural, and have a swim, but 
thought it just as well to wait until 
we got back to our hotel, and the 
women thought the same way, so 
we did not get our sins 
away in this sacred water. 


washed 


When-it became time to retrace 


our steps the real hard work began, 
as the sun was at its height and hot, 
and when I got to the first resting 
place on the wall of a culvert over 
a small dashing mountain stream, I 
found Anna there sitting beside an 
old native who was dressed in a 
brief sort of breech cloth, and he 
was very thin and gaunt, his skin 
tanned a rich brown, but sitting 
there holding a Chinese umbrella 
over Anna's head with one Hand 
while he vigorously fanned her face 
with the other, using a large leaf for 
a fan. Anna had removed her hat 
for comfort, her light hair was blow- 
ing in the breeze, while the sweat 
was just pouring from the body of 
the brown native, making a strange 
contrast of the white and brown, 
Anna trying to tell the man some- 
thing in English, while he kept talk- 
ing to her in Balinese, laughing and 
grinning like a child. It was great 
fun to watch them, both quite out 
of breath, but the old man was tak- 
ing as good care of her as if she 
were his child. Here for once I did 
wish I had a moving picture camera 
to get that unforgettable picture. 


When we at last arrived at our 


automobile, the same crowd of ped- 
dlers, increased by the addition of 
several women and girls, flocked 
about us, shoving their wares under 
our noses, quoting tempting prices. 
Here we paid off our temporary 
guides with a decent tip, leaving 
them all happy and laughing, the 
old man who had made himself An- 
na's particular attendant bidding her 
goodbye several times. I can still see 
that skinny old man, with a few 
teeth missing, grinning and telling 
Anna something about the canyon 
and the springs. 


The scenery at this spring was 


grand beyond words, tier after tier 
of rice paddies, a rich green with 
the half-grown crop, giant palms, 
tree ferns, bamboo clumps, coffee 
bushes, many bright and sweet wild 
flowers, tiny irrigating ditches about 
six inches deep cut out of the rocky 
walls for the rice paddies, moss and 
ferns growing rank on both sides of 
our trail. There is no doubt but that 
this is paradise. The return was via 
another route, but thru just as in- 
teresting scenery, and our long ride 
had brought u^ home enthusiastic, 
happy and hungry enough to thor- 
oughly enjoy our good lunch at the 
hotel. 
After lunch we strolled, down to 


the business section of Dan Pasar, 
visiting several of the retail shops, 
kept by Balinese, Chinese, or Mo- 
hammedans. A rain came up, so we 
stepped into a small shop kept by 
three Hindus from Bombay. They 
could speak a little English, and we 
chatted with them while their cus- 
tomers came and went. They offered 
us Turkish coffee, which I was the 
only one brave enough to accept, 
and though it was rather strong, I 
got away with one cup, and thanked 
them. They would sell one cent's 
worth of beans, sesame seed, pea- 
nuts, or other small items, all making 


they could make it go, and of course 
they all said business was very poor, 
but their looks denied their words, 
as they were sleek and fat, well- 
dressed, and evidently enjoying life 
as they went along. 


That is all the people seem to be 


here for, taking things as they come 
day by day. All work is done in a 
communal way, no wages being paid, 
and when one man gets his rice all 
in he goes out and helps his neigh- 
bors, who have already helped him 
with his harvesting. No wages are 
paid, it all being on a system of 
labor exchange. They work long 
hours, while the women always 
work, irrespective of hours. When 
one gets her farm work done she 
comes hi and cooks the family sup- 
per, they having only two rneals per 
day. Then she tends the chickens 
and pigs, and does the family wash- 
ing while the husband pets his 
rooster or gossips with the nextdoor 
neighbor. When all other work is 
done, the wife gets out her loom and 
starts weaving some cloth for sale, 
to get money for the needs of her 
flock, for her man, must have his 
beetlenut and possibly one or two 
items from the market which their 
garden does not provide. 


However, she can always find time 


to gossip with her neighbors, sleep 
as often as she desires, take several 
baths in the brook, a trip to the 
temple with some offering, or possibly 
take a heavy load of potatoes or 
bananas to the market. You never 
hear any complaint from them, each 
going on busily with her own task, 
happy and laughing, barefooted of 
course, as shoes are almost un- 
known here, except those worn by 
us tourists. 


This morning after breakfast we 


took our farewell from the Satrya, 
that quaint little gem of a hotel 
managed by a fine German, Mr. 
Kaarsaang, whom we met three 
years before. Such a clean, little 
homelike hotel, fine native Balinese 
boys for servants, with the one ex- 
ception of our old standby, George, 
the colored Madagascar islander who 
is the head "boy" and understands a 
few English words like "yes, no, 
good morning," etc. There they are, 
the whole staff, from the genial 
manager down to the smallest boy, 
the girls and women who have 
swindled us with our purchases the 
past week all waving us a hearty 
goodbye, and requesting us to hurry 
back. They little realize the strange 
contrasts we will see before visiting 
them again. 


We started out from Dan Pasar at 


8 o'clock, and soon were winding our 
way thru the dense jungles towards 
the higher lands. We crossed a fine 
suspension bridge, only \vicje,-enpugh 
for our auto to slip thru its sides 
looking down into a deep gorge 
many feet as we rolled across it. 
Then we began to climb, going up 
until we came to Kintamaini, where 
there is a government rest house. 
At this point we stopped to admire 
a. glorious view of the extinct vol- 


cano, its crater still sending up 
clouds of steam. Slightly to its right 
is a splendid lake called Baroue, 
while to our left was a great dead 
stream of black lava, which had 
>oured front the volcano at its erup- 
ion a few years ago, when a lot of 
Jalinese in a village were swallowed 
up by it. They had been warned by 
lie Dutch government that the vol- 
cano was getting active, but told the 
officials their village was protected 
>y a sacred temple, and no harm 
could come to it, but to their sorrow 
t did come and they al). perished. 


Then we began descending, drop- 


ling quickly down from the cold 
vinds of the mountains to the flats 
jelow, where it was the usual trop- 
cal heat again, which I most prefer, 
["hen we passed the village of Gah- 
;ar, the children waving their hands 
and shouting to us as we passed, 
hen on down to Singaradjia, the 
modern town of the Dutch, and on 
o Bouleleong, our terminal; where 
we went to the home of our old 
riend, Methuselah Jacob Minas, the 
nersian, who has been here over 
sixteen years. He lives in a fine 
jungalow, in front of which is a 
jretty garden, while at the street 
entrance is the picture house, the 
only one on the whole island, and 
owned by Mr. Minas, as well as a 
leet of American automobiles which 
are for hire, a trim launch to meet 
he steamers and bring the passen- 
jers ashore, a plantation ir the hills, 
a museum filled with the early work 
of the Balinese craftsmen. He holds 
rou spellbound with his stories, for 
le is from Persia and a world tra- 
veler, and knows Bali from one end 
;o the other, and all its fascinating 
legends and history. He is a charm- 
ing host, and to visit Bali without 
meeting Minas is to miss one of its 
most interesting personalities. 
He 


could give us the life history of all 
the Balinese girl dancers, and tell 
where they lived. As we sat listen- 
ing to his stories of the island his 
young wife brought in a Balinese 
servant bearing a platter of delicious 
papaya, cut in fancy squares, which 
she asked us to eat, saying it had 
*rown in their garden, and it was 
most delicious for anyone who has 
learned to like this tree-melon fruit. 


We got into Mr. Minas's little 


launch and sailed to the big white 
steamer lying at anchor in the har- 
bor, and which was to carry us to 
Batavia. Mr. Minas remained on 
board visiting with us until the last 
gong rang for "All visitors ashore," 
and we all waved him farewell as 
his boat left for the shore, remaining 
on deck while our big ship turned 
its prow out to sea, and as the 
loveliness of t»;e green-covered hills 
and mountains melted in the dis- 
tance and the sun went down behind 
a big black cloud, we had our last 
look at Bali—and how we do love 
you, you beautiful Paradise—the 
only Bali!

THE NEW DAY and NIGHT WATER HEATER 


Seventy-five years ago, a young 


mail rider began the task of carry- 
ing government mail from Wilming- 
ton across the upper San Gabriel 
valley to Fort Mojave, U. S. army 
post on the Colorado river, some 300 
miles distant, on horseback. 


This week is opened to traffic the 


state's most important traffic artery 
in the eastern part of the county, a 
"straight shoot" between Pomona 
and Los Angeles, known as JHolt- 
Garvey road, which traverses ill part 
the route taken by the young mail 
rider who carried the mails between 
1860 and 1863. 


The rider was Richard Garvey, 


and were he to traverse the route 
today on the state's newest boule- 
vard, he would find a $2,000,000 high- 
way, to carry heavy vehicular traffic 
between the county's gateway city 
on the east and downtown Los An- 
geles in forty minutes. 


In the days when Richard Garvey 


carried the mail, however, it was a 
journey of hours. The young rider 
came first to Los Angeles from Wil- 
mington, "then took a route which 
led him almost due east thru the 
hills to about the Midwick country 
club, and from there due east across 
the San Gabriel valley," Garvey 
stated in writing his memoirs in 1929. 


Certainly traffic wasn't "heavy" in 


those days on the trail along which 
Richard Garvey's horse picked its 
way from 1860 to 1863. 


"After leaving Los Angeles there 


were no houses or signs of habita- 
tion until El Monte," Garvey writes. 
"After El Monte there was no sign 
of human life until the 'Point of 
Rocks' just west of what is now the 
beautiful city of Pomona." 


Today, by a slightly different route 


easterly from the Midwick country 
club just west of Monterey Park, 
the modern, traveler will find little 
more traffic than did Richard Gar- 
vey on his horse trail back hi 1860. 
It is this feature of the six-mile 
urban highway without a single im- 
portant crossing that makes it un- 
usual. 


Construction of the state's new 


"airline" route between Pomona and 
downtown Los Angeles has been un- 
der way since 1932. R. C. Myers, 
assistant engineer for the state divi- 


Assuming an operating cost of four 
cents a mile, for cars, trucks and 
busses, the state computes that these 
three. miles at the present traffic 
flow will amount to an annual sav- 
ing of $876,000. 


But the feature, engineers point 


out, is that there will be an almost 
uninterrupted flow of traffic for six 
miles > thru the suburban district 
from. Monterey Park into downtown 
Los^Angeles. This has involved eight 
grade separations, making the Holt- 
Garvey route a "modern safety 
highway" in every sense of the word.

best results for the 1936 campaign can be ob- 
tained by engineering a spurt of employment 
next spring and summer. Of course we would 
not think of accusing them of playing poli- 
tics with human misery, but politics is poli- 
tics, and elections must be planned. 


This 4880 million dollars has already been 


earned by machines and power, plus human 
labor. If it is available at all (and it is) it 
represents surplus wealth and credit, and 
should be distributed at once as a dividend, 
not reintroduced into industry by the cum- 
bersome public-projects method. Further- 
more, the greater portion, in fact, nearly 
three-fourths of the unemployment, is in the 
large cities. It is too much to expect that 
these can be moved around, placed in tech- 
nical employment for which they are unfitted, 
families disrupted, and two family overheads 
created where one now exists. 


That a citizen should be given honest toil 


instead of a dole is an almost ineradicable 
belief, a moral premise, that belongs to the 
departed age of scarcity. Unemployment will 
never be solved by attempting to create work, 
because work produces commodities, and it is 
commodities that constitute a surplus at the 
present time. What we must have is the es- 
tablishment of quick purchasing power

break the stalemate now existing between 
commodity plenty and purchasing ability. 
Unemployment will remain in a condition of 
permanency until we devise a way to balance 
purchasing power with commodity produc- 
tion.

Government must first cast about for like- 


The entire world, including liberty-loving 


United States, is engaged in a struggle be- 
tween Fascism and Communism. 


There is nothing new in this controversy. 


The names have been twisted around a bit 
to introduce a new flavor, but the struggle 
is ages old. 


To mention leprosy by name was a punish- 


able offense in the time when Jesus was at- 
tempting to drive the Fascists from the tem- 
ples. They weren't called Fascists, but they 
possessed the same methods of mental cere- 
bration. It is the kind of mind that believes 
leprosy can be exorcised by ignoring it and 
forbidding mention of it. 


The Fascist mind in Amercia would treat 


Communism as the priests treated leprosy—• 
by forbidding discussion of it. Dr. Robert M. 
Hutchins, president of the University of Chi- 
cago, said last week that the surest way to 
spread Communism is to suppress discussion 
of it in colleges; to attempt, first, to ignore 
it as a subject, and thereafter to prohibit the 
mention of it. 


Gradually, down thru the ages, leprosy has 


been controlled, segregated, sanitized, treated 
and studied, until it no longer is a menace, al- 
though still a mystery to science. Better 
modes of living, more emphasis on the wel- 
fare of the individual however humble, better 
diets, better environments, have regulated its 
ravages, even in the traditional plague-spots 
of the Near East. And the same treatment 
must be prescribed for Communism, which 
is a disease predicated on social injustices and 
inequalities. 


Great newspaper Fascists, raving against 


the supposed prevalence of Communism in 
the schools, are seeing with the eyes of the 
Pharisaical priests. The eyes of the Fascist 
are like those of the white rhinoceros, small, 
of low vision. The animal charges blindly 
into the brush at the slightest sound. 


Communism is as dangerous to human lib- 


erty as leprosy is to the bloodstream. But it 
cannot be ignored. Its cause must be eradi- 
cated by study. That's what schools and uni- 
versities are doing. If, in the process of study, 
Communism is scrutinized for its cause as 
well as its spread, does it necessarily follow 
that the colleges have "gone Communistic?" 
When discussions on any subject are prohibit- 
ed or restricted in our universities, we are 
taking a dangerous step backward to Fascist 
priestcraft. We would first ignore, and after- 
wards charge upon it like the white rhino. 
This animal is disappearing from the face of

by Suspension 


The transverse spring, a distinc- 


tive feature of Ford cars ever since 
hey have been on the market, has 
Deen suspended in an entirely new 
way to make the Ford V-8 for 1935 
outstanding for riding comfort, ac- 
cording to R. W. Davis, local Ford 
dealer. 


"On the 1935 Ford the front spring 


is 7% inches longer and a quarter 
of an inch wider," he said. "The 
rear spring is slightly longer than in 
the 1934 car, and both front and 
rear springs are 'softer1 to improve 
riding comfort. The spring leaves 
lave been widened and tapered to- 
ward the ends to give greater flexi- 
bility and eliminate the possibility of 
squeaking." 


According to R. W. Davis, the 


transverse spring suspension is par- 
ticularly adapted to modern car 
operation, as it provides greater sta- 
oility on curves at high speeds and 
eliminates sidesway. This type of 
construction, he added, is responsible 
for the "free action on all four 
wheels" feature of the Ford V-8, 
whereby both front and rear wheels 
glide over uneven places in the high- 
way while the chasis and body of the 
car remain on an "even keel" and 
provide a smooth, shockproof ride. 


"Another 
important readability 


'eature of the 1935 Ford V-8, one 
that makes for ease of control and 
smoother operation," said Mr. Davis, 
'is the continued use of radius rods 
in conjunction with the torque-tube 
drive. As in the 1934 Ford V-8, the 
radius rods perform the function of 
carrying the driving strain, leaving 
the springs, which are mounted on 
extensions of the radius rods, free to 
serve their sole purpose of support- 
ing the body and cushioning the 
ride."

Protected From 


Heat and Gold 


Owners of 1935 Pontiacs will do 


their driving in solid comfort this 
year, according to Irven G. Reynolds, 
since there is not a single spot in 
the Fisher body that heat waves or 
cold drafts can enter without run- 
ning headon into a wall of insula- 
;ion. The entire body is insulated, 
top, bottom, front, .rear, and sides. 
A layer of V4-inch insulating ma- 
terial is cemented to the under side 
of the "turret top" and to the other 
parts of the metal sheathing. 
The 


dash is covered with felt and fiber- 
board detidener. The. flooring, front 
and-back, is covered with a layer of 
heavy jute. 


The top, Mr. Reynolds explains, 


presents a highly polished surface to 
the sun's rays. The rays are reflect- 
ed, rather than absorbed. Such rays 
as are absorbed stay in the metal, 
rather than passing into the interior 
of the car. The insulating material 
sees to that. The heat is spread out, 
rather than concentrated. For fur- 
ther protection, there is a dead-air 
space between the insulating mater- 
ial and the headlining. 


The insulation on sides and bot- 


tom achieves the same purpose. In 
addition to shutting out heat anc 
cold, it acts as a sound deadener 
reducing high-pitched noises thai 
might come in, such as rattles 
whines and whistles, it is explained 


The dash insulation similarly re- 


duces heat transfer from the engine 
and also deadens engine noises. 


The insulating material used in 


the new bodies is a checked anc 
corrugated felt that has been rough- 
ened to increase absorption.

PHILOSOPHY PROJECT 


The philosophy project, "Studies 


n the History of Ideas," of the Mon- 
day evening forum was concluded 
on April 1. This project took the 
orm of three lectures and was con- 
ducted by Truman Douglass, pastor 
if 
the 
Pilgrim 
Congregational 


ihurch in Pomona. 


Mr. Douglass began the project 


with a discussion of the meaning of 
philosophy, traced its growth from 
he ancient Greeks thru the middle 
ages, and terminated with a review 
of the contributions of some modern 
philosophers. At best philosophy is 
difficult of comprehension. In the 
discussion of the topic Dr. 'Douglass 
nterpreted these complex ideas in 
a manner such that they had mean- 
ng to his audience. 


Some lessons that philosophy may 


wing to the turmoil of today's world 
were indicated. Music, art and liter- 
ature, when pursued for ther own 
sake, may do much to calm this tur- 
moil as it applies to the individual. 
The lesson of tolerance learned by 
all will be an antidote for the "cock- 
sureness of the world."
